SYG RECEIVED LETTER FROM EGYPTIAN LONMIN EAHMI LATE JULY 15 
WHICH EXPRESSED VIEW ISRAELIS WERE USING UNEE AS COVER 
EOR PROCRASTINATION, IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES EXTENSION OE 
UNEF'S MANDATE WOULD DEFEAT VERY PURPOSES SC ENVISAGED, 

AND "IT IS, THEREFORE, ABUNDANTLY CLEAR IT IS IMPOSSIBLE 
EOR EGYPT TO CONSENT TO ANY MEASURE THAT COULD LEAD 
TO CONTINUATION OE OCCUPATION OP ITS TERRITORY." LETTER

USYG GUYER TOLD POLCOUNS EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID, IN DELIVERING 
LONMIN'S LETTER, STRESSED THAT EGYPT COULD GO ALONG WITH 
UNEF'S EXTENSION IF SC COULD ARRANGE EOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL 
AND THUS END ISRAEL'S EXPLOITATION OP UNEF PRESENCE TO 
PROLONG INTOLERABLE SITUATION. 

EARLIER, ACTING SC PRESIDENT CAVAGLIERI (ITALY) REPORTED 
SYG SUGGESTED SC MEETING TO RENEW UNEP MANDATE BE ADVANCED 
PROM CONTEMPLATED JULY 21 DATE - ONLY TWO DAYS BEFORE 
EXPIRATION OP PRESENT MANDATE - BECAUSE HE THOUGHT COUNCIL 
MIGHT NEED MORE TIME. POLCOUNS OPPOSED ADVANCING 
DATE, SINCE TIME NEEDED TO EXPLORE IMPLICATIONS OP EGYPTIAN 
LETTER AND PREMATURE MEETING MIGHT PRODUCE UNNECESSARY 
CONTENTION. CAVAGLIERI INDICATED HE HAD IN MIND INITIAL 
INPORMAL CONSULTATIONS AS EARLY AS JULY 17, BUT HE RECOGNIZED 
IT MIGHT BE DESIRABLE TO DELAY CONSULTATIONS IF "DIPLOMATIC

SC PRESIDENT (ITALY) ASKED PERMANENT MEMBERS TO MEET 

JULY 16 EOR FURTHER CONSULTATIONS ON UNDOP. EARLIER, ACTING 

SOVIET REP OVINNIKOV PRESSED PRESIDENT TO PRESIDE OVER 

US-SOVIET MEETING TO WORK OUT AGREED REPLY TO SYG ON REPLACEMENT 
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OP UNDOP CONTINGENT. USUN DECLINED ON GROUNDS OTHER MEMBERS 
ALSO HAD INTEREST IN WORDING OF LETTER TO SYG, BUT INDICATED
